SOME  COPIES  OF  THE  HOLY  BIBLE 

AT  MADRESFIELD  COURT.

Abp.  Parker's  Bible,  wants  titlepage  and  "  the  summe 
of  the  whole  Scripture  "  one  leaf.  One  leaf  of  the 
genealogy  of  Adam  is  injured;  the  3  volumes  are 
otherwise  perfect.  In  1627  this  copy  belonged  to 
Paul  Clarke.  It  was  found  by  me  at  Madresfield 
Court. 

Mr.  H.  Stevens  says  of  this  Edition,  a  revision 
of  "  the  Great  Bible  "  undertaken  by  Archbishop 
Parker,  with  the  assistance  of  eight  Bishops.  It 
appeared  "  cum  privilegio  regiee  majestatis,"  and  its 
use  was  sanctioned  by  Convocation  in  1571.  It  is 
sometimes  called  the  treacle  Bible  from  Jeremiah 
viii.  22.  "  Is  there  no  tryacle  in  Gilead  ?  "  rendered 
rosin  in  the  Douay  version  and  halm  in  that  of  1611. 
It  is  also  sometimes  called  the  Leda  Bible  from  the 
use  of  one  of  a  series  of  capital  letters,  designed  after 
Ovid,  and  used  by  Jugge  in  his  other  and  previous 
books.

B.  Barker.    Of  the  authorised  Version  of  the  English 
Bible  in  1611  there  were  two  issues,  both  standards, 

but  varying  in  many  places  and  distinct  throughout 
every  leaf.  They  have  been  known  as  *'the  Great 
He  Bible  "  and  "  the  Great  She  Bible  "  in  consequence 
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of  the  respective  renderings  of  Ruth  iii.  15.  The  re- 
searches of  Mr.  H.  Stevens  lead  him  to  assign  priority 
to  the  Great  He  Bible.  This  is  the  great  She  Bible, 
and  therefore  of  the  second  issue.  It  has  a  titlepage 
of  the  date  1613,  inlaid,  while  the  date  of  the  title- 
page  of  the  New  Testament  is  1611.  It  is  probably 
(like  1038  in  Mr.  Stevens'  Catalogue  of  the  Caxton 
Exhibition,  1877)  a  mixture  of  the  sheets  of  the  He 
and  She  Bibles  issued  with  a  new  first  title,  the  New 
Testament  title  remaining  unchanged.  The  Map  of 
Canaan  and  the  last  leaf  (A.  a.  vi.)  are  wanting. 
(Two  misprints  on  the  page  containing  the  Dedication 
have  been  unwisely  but  carefully  corrected  with 
a  pen.)
